Cohasset forms 
heroin coalition

As the heroin epidemic 
sweeps the South Shore - 
there have been five overdos- 
es in Cohasset since January, 
one of which was fatal, ac- 
cording to Acting Police Chief 
William Quigley - town lead- 
ers are drumming up ways to 
address the issue. 

New to town is a heroin 
coalition, spearheaded by Co- 
hasset’s Social Service League 
(SSL), which had its first 
meeting last Wednesday, July 
23. Many other surrounding 
towns, including Quincy, have 
their own organizations fo-

cused on tackling the drug 
problem. 

"Cohasset was one of the 
few towns that did not have a 
coalition, when we had people 
overdosing and dying," said 
Christine Murphy of the SSL, 
who is heading up the coali- 
tion, dubbed “Safe Harbor 
Cohasset.” 

Murphy said she thought of 
the name, but its not set it 
stone; she plans to ask the 
coalition to take an official 
vote at their next meeting 
(see sidebar). 

The goal is to get the prob- 
lem out in the open, said 
Murphy. “We can’t let this go

Model battleship for sale

It’s been in parades and 
on display at various veter- 
ans’ events - now, a 20- 
foot-long, one-ton replica 
battleship is up for sale. 

The World War II replica 
destroyer escort ship was 
built by Steve MacDonald, a 
marine engineer and Quin- 
cy native who lives in Hing- 
ham. 

If you have driven up or 
down Route 3A in Cohasset, 
you might have noticed 
MacDonald’s handiwork, on 
display in a yard across the 
street from Cohasset Im- 
ports - with a “for sale” 
sign. 

MacDonald said that his 
ship has been sitting there 
for the past two weeks in his 
friend Harry Silvia’s yard. 
Since then, there has been 
plenty of interest, and folks 
stopping across the street to 
snap photos. 

“The parking lot is full 
every day,” MacDonald said. 
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Silvia said that he doesn’t 
mind temporarily hosting 
the curiosity in his front 
yard. “Anything to help him 
out,” he said of MacDonald. 

MacDonald, 50, said that 
he’s been building model 
ships most of his life. This 
one took him three and a 
half years to build, and it’s 
the fourth ship he’s built of 
this size. 

T\vo of his ships, the USS 
John Adams and the USS 
John Quincy Adams, were 
scuttled, meaning, “You 
strip the goodies off ’em 
and sink ’em,” MacDonald 
explained. “They do that 
with navy ships to this day.” 

MacDonald, who is on 
active duty, said that while 
he has never been on a de- 
stroyer escort, friends of his 
have and have told him 
how accurate his model is. 

This model is special; it’s 
named the USS Charles 
Dean 813 after his five- 
year-old son, Charlie, 
whose birthday is August

Teen arrested after alleged 
drug deal in Cohasset Village

A 17-year-old Cohasset boy 
is facing drug charges after a 
witness in the village spotted 
him allegedly selling marijua- 
na to another individual near 
Tfedeschi’s around 4:45 p.m. 
on Friday (July 25). 

The teen, who was ar- 
raigned on the charges in 
Quincy District Juvenile 
Court, was arrested and 
charged with possession of 
marijuana with intent to dis- 
tribute and possession of 
more than one ounce of mari- 
juana, police said. 

The caller witnessed the 
teen give a dear plastic bag 
with what appeared to be 
marijuana to the other indi- 
vidual and saw the alleged 
buyer give money to the teen. 

The caller provided a de- 
scription of die teen along 
with a description of what he 
was wearing and police locat- 
ed him on Border Street Po- 
lice said he was very nervous 
and sweating; they could 
smell the strong odor of raw 
marijuana coming from his 
person. Further investigation 
revealed the teen had a grape- 
fruit-sized plastic bag with 
marijuana in his left cargo 
pocket; he was also in posses- 
sion of two other plastic bags 
with the drug, $222 in cash 
and some marijuana para- 
phernalia. The teen’s name 
was not released due to his 
age. 

Police have not been able to 
identify the person who al- 
legedly bought marijuana 
from die teen.

Senior to serve 
as MAPC liaison

■ The Board of Selectmen vot- 

ed unanimously (4-0) 'Riesday 
night to appoint Town Man- 
ager Chris Senior as the town’s 
representative to the Metro- 
; politan Area Planning Council 
! (MAPC), a regional planning 
; agency serving the 101 cities 
and towns in the metro Boston 
area. 

The MAPC offers services 
and conducts studies on mu- 
nicipal issues ranging from 
economic development, hous- 
ing, transportation, public safe- 
ty and environmental sustain- 
ability. The organization is cur- 
rently conducting a parking 
study in several metro Boston 
communities, including Co- 
hasset. 

Having a liaison to the 
MAPC is important to help 
secure grants and other po- 
tential fending for town proj- 
ects, Senior explained. “I think 
it’s worthwhile; there’s a lot of 
state fending [available] from 
the MAPC.” 

Clark Brewer, vice-chairman 
of the Planning Board, was 
appointed as alternate. Select- 
men vice-chairman Steve 
Gaumer said that while Brew- 
er has attended MAPC meet- 
ings for years, his appointment 
had not yet been made official. 

The selectmen also voted to 
make the MAPC appointment 
an annual one. Selectman 
Martha Gjesteby said that 
while she has no problem with 
Senior taking on the responsi- 
bility, she is concerned that it 
might conflict with his already- 
busy schedule. 

“I feel it should be an elect- 
ed officer” said Gjesteby, adding 
that she was on the MAPC for 
. several years and it’s quite in- 
volved, with reports due to the 
selectmen every three months. 
; Tm lucky that when I did it, I 



had lots of time.” 

While saying that “Chris is 
terrific,” Gjesteby added, Tm 
concerned about the time... 
the meetings are spread all 
over the place.” 

Senior said that he’s willing 
to give it a try. “Over time more 
[town] administrators and 
managers are becoming” 
MAPC liaisons, Senior ex- 
plained. Tm prepared to take 
it on.” 

The town manager added 
that he is glad that Brewer will 
continue to participate. “I know 
he’d love to continue doing it, 
and I would love for him to 
continue.” 

Senior also said that he’s 
willing to reevaluate his role if 
it proves to be too time-con- 
suming. “If it’s too much, 111 
come back and say you might 
want to change it around.” 
Selectman Karen Quigley 
said that she thinks both Sen- 
ior and Brewer should be in- 
volved. 

“Clark has been very dedi 
cated to this for many years, 
and I know he will continue to 
be just as dedicated,” said 
Quigley. “He works well with 
people. .. Tm sure you’ll make a 
good team and balance things 
between the two of you. 

“I think it’s a good approach,” 
Quigley said of having both 
Senior and Brewer onboard, 
adding, “It’s important for the 
town manager who’s running 
the town to be there.” 

Gaumer also thinks Senior 
will make a good point person 
for the MAPC. 

The primary official has the 
broadest view of the town func- 
tion; I think it’s useful and 
preferred to have you engaged, 
combined with Mr. Brewer’s 
continued involvement,” 
Gaumer said to Senior.

“I think our value here is to 
encourage civic involvement 
here in Cohasset," said se- 
lectman Kevin McCarthy. 

Selectman Karen Quigley 
said that she wished more 
people in Cohasset “cared 
about town meeting as much 
as they care about sports.” 
Increasing communication 
between town government 
and the public is one way the 
board plans to accomplish 
this goal. Quigley suggested 



having a “job fair” or open 
house type of event for town 
committees and boards. 

Education and training is 
also needed for new mem- 
bers of town boards, said se- 
lectman Steve Gaumer. He 
recalled that shortly after he 
was elected to the board, he 
underwent a two-hour con- 
sultation with Town Counsel 
detailing a job description of 
his position. 

Gaumer said he got to won- 
dering, “What other bodies in 
town receive the same atten- 
tion?” 

The selectmen also dis- 
cussed crafting a town vision 



statement. Senior suggested 
the board come up with some- 
thing “short and sweet” that 
sums up Cohasset. 

McCarthy agreed. “It would 
be really great if this board 
could come up with one or two 
sentences, no more, that any- 
body injhe town from what- 
ever perspective can look at 
and say, ‘That’s what this 
town’s about.’” 

Board members submitted 
their ideas to Senior, but one 
sentence in particular was 
bandied about during the 
meeting: “Our mission is to 
preserve, protect and promote 
the unique community we 



have inherited and with good 
stewardship pass our home to 
succeeding generations.” 

Gaumer said of the state- 
ment, “I think the mission is 
embodied in what you hope to 
achieve.” 

The board plans to do some 
more wordsmithing before tak- 
ing a vote on the statement “I 
suggest we take a little more 
time and ponder it,” said the 
vice-chair. 

Quigley suggested they wait 
until the full board is present to 
vote (selectmen chairman Di- 
ane Kennedy was absent). . 

In the meantime, the select- 
men will continue to prioritize 
their goals. “I think they’re 
equally important,” Quigley 
said of the five focus areas, 
adding that many goals, such as 
the town budget, are already 
works in progress.

Heroin coalition: next meeting 

The Social Service League has launched a town-wide 
coalition to address the heroin epidemic - and how it af- 
fects Cohasset. 

The next meeting is scheduled for Wednesday August 
20th from 6:30-8:30 p.m. at the Cohasset History Society 
(Pratt Building) on South Main Street.

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on - we’ve got to do some- 
thing. We’ve had too many 
people affected by this.” 

Murphy speaks from per- 
sonal experience; her former 
husband passed away from a 
drug overdose in 2005. “He 
was living on the streets. It’s 
a very sad, sad thing.” 

Over the years the problem 
has only grown. Murphy said 
that addiction often starts 
with prescription opiates, 
which are expensive; a bag of 
heroin is actually less expen- 
sive. 

However, the death toll is 
costly. 

“Every eight days on the 
South Shore, we lose some- 
body to this plague,” said 
Murphy, adding up to 99 peo- 
ple over the last two years. 

Perhaps one of the biggest 
myths out there is the notion 
that this issue does not affect 
Cohasset, said Murphy. 

“Do you think we have a 
moat around Cohasset? This 
plague knows no boundaries,” 
she said. “It’s no longer an in- 
ner city problem - it’s in our 
backyard and on our 
doorsteps.” 

Through her involvement 
with the SSL, Murphy has 
been attending meetings on 
the heroin epidemic at places 
like the South Shore Hospital 
and Norfolk County’s Dis- 



trict Attorney office, along 
with SSL president Marita 
Carpenter. Both wanted to 
air the issue out in Cohasset 

“I said, ‘I need to step up 
and bring this out of the clos- 
et,’" Murphy said of starting 
the coalition, which has been 
funded by a $2500 grant 
from the SSL, and another 
$1500 from CHNA 20, the 
Blue Hills Community Health 
Alliance. 

Murphy started meeting 
with town officials, includ- 
ing Town Manager Chris Sen- 
ior, Superintendent of Schools 
Barbara Cataldo, Acting Po- 
lice Chief Quigley and Fire 
Chief Robert Silvia, gamering 
their support and participa- 
tion. 

Other key people involved 
in the coalition include town 
nurse Mary Goodwin, school 
nurse Judy Collins and Co- 
hasset Community Television 
chair Pat Martin, who is also 
program director of client 
services at Wellspring in Hull. 

Everyone she approached 
was willing to dive right in, 
Murphy said. “They all gave 
an enthusiastic response.” 

The coalition’s first meeting, 
held in the Historical Society’s 
Pratt Building, was “standing 
room only,” said Murphy, with 
over 40 in attendance. The 
next meeting will be held in 
the same location. 

Murphy invited three guest 
speakers in to the inaugural 
meeting, including Barbara 



Green, medical director of 
the South Shore Hospital’s 
Youth Health Connection, 
who is also a Cohasset resi- 
dent. 

As the coalition seeks to 
educate and build awareness 
of the heroin problem, mem- 
bers are also trying to pin- 
point what the root of the 
trouble is in Cohasset. 

“The first thing we’ve got to 
do is assess our problem, 
which is going to involve some 
youth risk assessment,” said 
Murphy. “We’re going to work 
within the confines of a strate- 
gic prevention formula,” 
which will involve “person- 
to-person interviews, asking 
people what they think the 
problem is... It’s not the same 
in every town.” 

Education and outreach is 
also key. Murphy hopes to 
utilize programs such as 
South Shore Hospital’s “In 
Plain Sight,” which shows 
parents how to identify tell- 
tale signs of drug or alcohol 
abuse by looking in a child’s 
bedroom. 



The coalition is also advo- 
cating for community-wide 
training in administering 
Narcan, an inhalant that can 
counter the effects of a hero- 
in overdose. Cohasset police 
officers have been trained to 
administer the nasal form, 
and it was used to save a 34- 
year-old Cohasset mother’s 
life in April. 

Murphy said that she would 
also like to see a community 
forum on prescription drug 
abuse. These are just a few of 
the goals she would like the 
coalition to undertake. 

Unfortunately, it’s become 
a necessity in Cohasset. “It’s 
not a ‘nice to have,’ it’s life or 
death,” she said of the coali- 
tion. ‘We’ve got to get out 
from under the rug, out of the 
closet, and have got to tell 
people.”

Swim Center coach 
is making a splash 



There’s plenty going on in and around Cohasset

The Cohasset Swim Cen- 
ter has a new United States 
Water Fitness Association 
(USWFA) aquatics swim 
instructor on board this 
year. Larry Kramer, a re- 
tired East Middle School 
teacher from Braintree, 
who taught science and so- 
cial studies for more than 
35 years, now teaches water 
aerobics on Tuesday and 
Thursday afternoons. 

Kramer explained he was 
“always a swimmer,” worked 
as a lifeguard while growing 
up in Detroit, Michigan and 
received his Water Safety 
Instructor certification dur- 
ing his senior year of high 
school. He began taking 
water aerobics classes three 
years ago, upon his retire- 
ment from teaching, partly 
to avoid surgery after sus- 
taining a “myriad orthope- 
dic injuries,” including a se- 
rious rotator cuff injury. 

Kramer, a self proclaimed 
“total gym rat,” regularly 
works out at the Weymouth 
Club at least six times a 
week, arriving as soon as 
they open their doors at five 
a.m. Quickly falling in love 
with water aerobics, he re- 
ceived his USWFA certifica- 
tion, and began teaching, 
after only a few months, at 
the urging of his friends 
and instructor, fueled by a 
desire to follow his passion. 
He stated that he hopes to 
share the “joy of wellness 
through water exercise” 
with others who use the 
Swim Center. 

He commented that wa- 
ter aerobics in deep water, 
the type that Kramer 
prefers, is an excellent way 
to exercise as it “uses the 
whole body [and] has no 
repetitive movements and 
no pounding.” He explained 
that the students in his 
class wear a buoyancy belt, 
keeping the head above wa- 
ter, even though the feet 
don’t touch the ground.

OUR VIEW 

Heroin epidemic 



We can categorically state that public health, public safety 
and government officials, medical professionals and much of 
the public recognize that heroin use has reached epidemic 
proportions. 

In March, Gov. Deval Patrick declared a public health emer- 
gency due to the number of heroin-related deaths across the 
state. 

Here in Cohasset there have been at least five heroin over- 
doses since the first of the year including one fatality. Next 
door in Scituate, five deaths have been linked to the drug this 
year, according to published reports. 

Cohasset’s new coalition held its first meeting last week, 
which drew a standing-room only crowd. We applaud all 
those involved including Christine Murphy of the Social Serv- 
ice League, who is heading up the coalition and is determined 
to bring heroin use out of the closet 

“Do you think we have a moat around Cohasset? This plague 
knows no boundaries,” Murphy says. “It’s no longer an inner city 
problem - it’s in our backyard and on our doorsteps.” 

In an effort to help educate our readers on the drug, here 
are some facts from the National Institute on Drug Abuse. 

• Heroin can be injected, inhaled by snorting or sniffing, or 
smoked. All three routes of administration deliver the drug to 
the brain very rapidly. 

• Heroin is an opioid drug that is synthesized from mor- 
phine, a naturally occurring substance extracted from the 
seedpod of the Asian opium poppy plant 

• It is estimated that about 23 percent of individuals who 
use heroin become dependent on it 

• Heroin overdoses frequently involve a suppression of 
breathing, which can be fetal. 

• Regular heroin use changes the functioning of the brain. 
One result is tolerance, in which more of the drug is needed to 
achieve the same intensity of effect Another result is depend- 
ence, characterized by the need to continue use of the drug to 
avoid withdrawal symptoms. 

• In addition to the effects of the drug itself, street heroin of- 
ten contains toxic contaminants or additives. 

• Chronic use of heroin leads to physical dependence, a 
state in which the body has adapted to the presence of the 
drug. If a dependent user reduces or stops use of the drug 
abruptly, he or she may experience severe symptoms of with- 
drawal. 

• Prescription opioid pain medications such as Oxycontin 
and Vicodin can have effects similar to heroin when taken in 
doses or in ways other than prescribed, and they are currently 
among the most commonly abused drugs in the United 
States. Research now suggests that abuse of these drugs may 
open the door to heroin abuse. 

• Nearly half of young people who inject heroin surveyed in 
three recent studies reported abusing prescription opioids be- 
fore starting to use heroin. Some individuals reported taking 
up heroin because it is cheaper and easier to obtain than pre- 
scription opioids.

Believing in organic seeds 
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LESSONS LEARNED 

Kindergarten nightmares

“Say No to GMO” is on 
the back of tee shirts at R & 
C Farms in Scituate. Order- 
ing non-GMO seed is the 
common practice at Holly 
Hill Farm. Gardeners and 
growers everywhere are 
choosing organic seed for 
their crops and plants. A 
little picture of a butterfly 
on many a bag of potato 
chips and safflower oil are 
indicating the product you 
are buying does not contain 
Genetically Modified Or- 
ganisms. 

And though some scien- 
tists are claiming that only 
| GMO crops can feed the na- 
tion and the burgeoning 
worldwide population, I am 
writing today on behalf of 
choosing non-GMO seed 
and products when possible. 
I have not been in a science 
lab in years and know pre- 
i cious little about the strides 
being made in helping to 
manufacture seed that can 
grow in crops and come to 
fruition in great number 
and success. But I do know 
that many GMO seeds and 
thus GMO crops depend 
heavily on chemical fertiliz- 
ers to survive and thrive. I 
also know that each time I 
put a seed in the ground, I

may be a disease to come 
along and wipe out the crop. 
There may be too much 
rain, not enough sun or vice 
versa. Growing is a chal- 
lenge and takes time to add 
compost, water, weed, culti- 
vate and hopefully harvest. 
Everybody can sometimes 
be in charge of what they 
eat. However, if a GMO 
product and food are full of 
chemicals they ingested 
during the growing process, 
then I am less interested in 
consuming it.

After the probation dept, verdict

Two questions keep run- 
ning through my mind in 
the wake of the guilty ver- 
dict in the Probation De- 
partment trial. 

First, how typical of state 
government is the Proba- 
tion Department? How 
many other jobs are given 
as political plums to un- 
qualified people, either in 
fraudulent hiring schemes 
like the one run by ex-Pro- 
bation Commissioner John 
O’Brien or through winks 
and nods, secret lists of pre- 
ferred hires, or phone calls 
from legislators, donors or 
political operators putting a 
good word in for so-and- 
so’s nephew? 

Second, if patronage 
means people are put in re- 
sponsible jobs for the 
wrong reasons, can we con- 
nect the dots between pa- 
tronage hiring and the pa- 
rade of horribles that has 
beset state government re- 
cently? 

OK, that’s more than two 
questions, and I’ve got a 
few more. But none of them 
involve who wins and loses 
from the scandal that has 
landed with a thud in the 
middle of a political cam- 
paign. Let’s hold off on the 
horserace stuff for now, and 
think about questions that 
might make a difference in 
how the state is run. 

The Patrick administra- 
tion’s personnel decisions 
took another hit last week, 
when the state prison chief 
was asked to resign, appar- 
ently for impeding an in- 
vestigation into rough 
treatment of a mentally ill 
inmate. His resignation fol- 
lows that of the head of the 
Department of Children 
and Families, shaken up af- 
ter a child under state su- 
pervision went missing and 
no one at DCF noticed. 

Mistakes happen, and 
you can’t blame the gover- 
nor for the blunders of low- 
level employees he’s never 
met. Annie Dookhan, for 
example, is the chemist 
charged with falsifying 
records in tests for thou- 
sands of drug cases. She 
was not a patronage hire, as 
far as I know. But who was

supervising her? Which 
manager should have put a 
system in place that would 
have spotted one chemist 
processing far more tests 
each week than her col- 
leagues? Was that supervi- 
sor hired or promoted be- 
cause of his or her political 
connections? 

Next January, a new gov- 
ernor will move into the 
comer office and start hir- 
ing. There are hundreds of 
positions to fill. Candidate 
Steve Grossman estimates 
85,000 state employees fall 
under the governor’s over- 
sight. 

There are other appoint- 
ments the governor makes: 
trustees at every public col- 
lege and university; hous- 
ing authority members in 
every city and town; judges; 
parole board members; li- 
censing officials and regula- 
tory boards nobody pays at- 
tention to until something 
goes wrong - like the phar- 
macy board, which dropped 
the ball when complaints 
came in about medicine 
coming out of a compound- 
ing pharmacy in Framing- 
ham implicated in dozens 
of deaths. 

We’ll have a new treasur- 
er in January as well, and a 
new attorney general, each 
of them responsible for 
hundreds of state employ- 
ees. 

Who is going to fill those 
positions? Every candidate 
promises to hire high-qual- 
ity people, and we can as- 
sume any new governor will 
be involved in the selection 
of cabinet appointments 
and a dozen other key staff 
members. The press and 
the political establishment 
will be watching those 
closely. 

But what about all the 
other appointments? Will 
they be used to reward sup- 
porters? To return cam- 
paign favors? Will cam- 
paign donors get special 
consideration? 

Remember Sheila 
Burgess, who helped with 
Patrick’s first campaign and 
was rewarded with a post 



as the state’s top highway 
safety official? It wasn’t un- 
til years later that her hor- 
rendous driving record was 
uncovered and she was 
forced to resign. 

Will the next governor, 
treasurer and attorney gen- 
eral do better? Let’s ask 
them questions about that 
before we vote: Who’ll do 
the hiring? Often there’s a 
political aide helping staff 
the administration. Some- 
times it’s the lieutenant 
governor. Who’ll be ac- 
countable for bad hiring 
decisions? 

Let’s ask whether recom- 
mendations from legisla- 
tors will be solicited or ac- 
cepted? Will they be made 
public? Will hiring be 
transparent? 

Some candidates are al- 
ready answering these 
questions. Democrat Gross- 
man said Monday he’d keep 
to the practice established 
when he took over as treas- 
urer: All recommendations 
must be in writing, and all 
are considered public docu- 
ments. 

Republican Charlie Baker 
said he’d mandate that hir- 
ing authorities post on their 
websites not just positions 
that are open, but those 
that have been filled, along 
with who got the job, his or 
her relevant experience, 
and any contact by state of- 
ficials on behalf of the per- 
son hired. 

Independent Evan 
Falchuk promises there will 
be no patronage hiring 
should he be elected gover- 
nor, and called for a Fair 
Hiring Unit to be created in 
the Inspector General’s Of- 
fice to monitor hiring. 

It’s a start. There is no 
challenge facing the next 
governor more important 
than restoring faith in gov- 
ernment. Let’s keep asking 
them how they can change 
“business as usual" on Bea- 
con Hill.

than putting a chemical into 
the ground. Chemicals and 
fertilizers can cause damage 
to us when they become a 
part of the plant. 

In an organic soil, there is 
a lot of microbiological ac- 
tivity and life teeming that 
allows for roots to live and 
breathe and grow. In a 
chemically treated, sterile 
soil, plants consume what is 
in their immediate sur- 
rounding and thus affects 
their product. Put the seed 
in the ground, water and let 
grow. Say yes to some sim- 
ple practices that allow cows 
to eat natural grass and hay 
and folks to then consume 
healthy milk. Grow plants 
and let them feed us in a 
healthy way. Say yes to seeds 
and let them grow.

This week I took my car 
to see Wayne Robbins in 
Cohasset, the best automo- 
bile mechanic I have ever 
known - and the funniest. 
But I digress. I had a slow 
leak in one tire. Since my 
car is somewhat new, it 
warns me with an orange 
light when the tire pressure 
is low. I found out which 
tire, but the leak was very 
slow - even the ace tire guy 
at Robbins’ garage couldn’t 
find it with soap bubbles. I 
left the car for the day, and 
when I came back, Wayne 
had found the problem. The 
special valve stem that was 
attached to the sensor had 
developed a leak. It had to 
be replaced with another 
special valve stem, so the 
cost was fairly high. Ac- 
cording to Wayne, all these 
special sensors are going to 
need attention over the 
years if the car is to keep 
passing inspection. Ironi- 
cally, it was the testing that 
caused the leak. 

My car troubles have 
made me think about some 
troubling trends in kinder- 
garten in Massachusetts. 
When we lived in Cam- 
bridge, my daughter Caitlin 
loved attending kinder- 
garten at Graham and Park 
School. The focus there was 
on making children feel 
comfortable in the class- 
room and helping them de- 
velop essential social skills 
they would need going for- 
ward. The teacher put a 
high value on learning 
through play. Caitsy is a

physical girl, and the active 
learning style worked well 
for her. Her year was a 
breeze. She loved her 
teacher, her classmates, and 
being part of the school 
that her big sister had en- 
joyed so much. Full day 
kindergarten was a won- 
derful launching pad for 
her school experience. 

But kindergarten is no 
longer so welcoming. When 
I met with Dr. Galo, the Su- 
perintendent of Hingham 
Public Schools, to discuss 
Beal Street Academy, an ap- 
proved special education 
school in Hingham, I was 
told that there are no cur- 
ricular expectations for 
kindergarten programs. 
Nevertheless, curricular ex- 
pectations have infiltrated 
the kindergarten experi- 
ence and fundamentally 
changed it. The effort of 
every school system to meet 
MCAS standards, and now 
Core Curriculum standards, 
has meant that kinder- 
garteners experience pres- 
sure to work on reading 
and math at a very young 
age. Among the major 
problems I see is the re- 
quirement for learning a 
large number of sight 
words. Throughout my ex- 
periences at the Fluency 
Factory, it has been clear 
that children we see are 
better at sight words - but 
have almost no phonics 
skills. Memorizing sight 
words is not a generative 
step toward excellent read- 
ing - making that happen 
requires excellent phonics 
ability. 

If the looming threat of 
testing has caused a slow 
leak in the kindergarten ex- 
perience, where do we see 
evidence of that leak? If we 
look closely, we see it in our 



children. When Caitlin at- 
tended kindergarten, she 
came home every afternoon 
bubbling with excitement 
over the day she had. Many 
of today’s kindergarteners 
begin with enthusiasm but 
return home deflated. In 
particular, the boys are not 
adapting well to the 
changes. Our media is filled 
with reports about the 
problems boys are grap- 
pling with in school. Based 
on my own observations, I 
believe these problems are 
coming from poor early ex- 
periences in the classroom. 
Not all children are ready to 
acquire academic skills so 
early. The testing, the rush 
of getting “something done” 
in a halfday, the variety of 
skill levels in any group of 5 
year olds, lead to sadness 
among more than a few 
students. And downright 
.anger in many of the boys. 

Kindergarten was never 
more important than it is 
now. But not in the way 
some people assume. 
Kindergarten shouldn’t be 
seen as laying the ground- 
work for high-test scores. It 
should be seen as the foun- 
dation of a child’s attitude 
toward learning. Positive 
experiences in the kinder- 
garten classroom are the 
building blocks for positive 
experiences in the upper 
grades. Testing should nev- 
er be allowed to lessen a 
young child’s ebullience. 

Our kids should leave 
kindergarten elated, not de- 
flated.

A couple of years ago I 
wrote about the voices I’d 
been hearing. 

They were emanating 
from strange and unexpect- 
ed places like the car wash 
pay station that described 
in vivid and frightening de- 
tail the phases of the pre- 
mium wash underway on 
the SUV in front of me - 
including the near hurri- 
cane force wind used to dry 
the car following the rinse 
cycle. 

Then there was the 
restaurant pager the host- 
ess handed me that not 
only vibrated and became 
aglow when my table was 
ready, it also suddenly 
spoke to me, telling me to 
return to the hostess sta- 
tion to be seated. 

While those disembodied 
voices were startling and 
unnerving, I have to say I 
enjoy the “Bluetooth” lady 
who speaks to me from my 
car’s dashboard and dials 
my calls allowing me to be 
hands free while talking on 
my cell phone. It’s terrific 
technology that keeps me 
safer while driving and 
keeps me in touch with 
family and friends. 

It does however have a 
few flaws. 

My Bluetooth lady has a 
pleasant voice and access to 
all of the phone numbers 
stored as contacts in my 
iPhone. When I press the 
button on my steering 
wheel she offers me several 
options - call, dial, re-dial, 
call back, set up or emer- 
gency. Call and dial are the 
only two commands I use - 
each with varying degrees 
of success. 

The “dial" directive can 
get dicey for a variety of 
reasons. First, I have to 
know or have memorized 



the phone number I want 
to call. I also have to resist 
the urge to say “O” for zero, 
and speak very clearly, an- 
nunciating each numeral. 
Any hesitation, or momen- 
tary forgetfulness can 
greatly alter the number 
she recites back. 

Ambient traffic noise or 
even the air conditioning 
vents pointed up toward 
the Bluetooth lady can neg- 
atively impact the success- 
ful transfer of numbers, 
and she never lets me know 
with a simple “Pardon me?” 
that she “didn’t quite catch 
that last number.” Instead, 
she recites back what she 
thinks she heard, a jumble 
of random numbers that 
dial no one I know. 

The Bluetooth lady does- 
n’t seem to know that un- 
less you’re dialing 911 in an 
emergency, or 411 for infor- 
mation, there should be 10- 
digits dialed for calls made 
in the U.S. - the 3-digit 
area code and the 7-digit 
phone number. Sometimes 
she gets the first 10 num- 
bers exactly right and then 
throws in an extra “3” at the 
end, to keep me on my toes. 

Other times, I think she’s 
just messing with me: 

Me: “Dial. (Slowly, and 
clearly) 5-5-5-3-2-6-5-8-4- 
3.” 

Bluetooth lady: “Dial. * 
(star), 4, # (pound), 0 
(zero), 1.” 

Me: Um, no. (Hanging 
up). 

When my command is to 
“call” someone, for instance 
my mom, she wants me to 
be specific about where. 

Bluetooth lady: “Would 
you like to call ‘Mom’ at 
home? At work? Or Mo- 
bile? Or press the hang up 
button to exit hands free 
mode.” 

One time she even went 
off script to explain to me 
how 1 can combine com- 
mands into one directive 



such as “Call Bob. At 
home.” 

That’s helpful advice, but 
I don’t know Bob well 
enough to call him at home. 

I also need to be sure I’m 
identifying the person I 
want to call in the exact 
way they are listed in my 
Phonebook. When I want 
to call my mother I simply 
say “Call Mom. At home.” 
(See how I combined com- 
mands there?) 

But if I’m trying to reach 
my brother on his cell 
phone, I have to use his full 
name in the command: 

“Call John Coyle. Mobile.” 
To which the Bluetooth 
lady responds, “Do you 
want to call Tony Coyle?” 
(My other brother) 

“Um, no.” (Hanging up) 
She struggles with multi- 
syllabic, ethnically diverse 
names; but really, who 
doesn’t? 

When I ask her to call my 
friend Amie Balandovich 
(pronounced Aim-ee Bah- 
lan-do-vich), I get nothing. 
Total silent treatment. The 
Bluetooth lady is stymied. 
And then I remember I 
have to completely mispro- 
nounce Amie’s name - as 
every teacher in grades K- 
12 did - so she’ll under- 
stand who I’m talking 
about (pronounced Ah-my 
Bul-lan-di-vich) and dial 
the correct number. 

And other times, I think 
she’s just messing with me. 

Me: “Call. Christopher 
Comer at home.” 

Bluetooth lady: “Would 
you like to call ‘Outback’ 
Me: “Um, no.” (Hanging 
up; but now craving Aussie 
cheese fries and shrimp on 
the Barbie).

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THE HOUSE AND SENATE: Beacon HiD Roll Call records the votes of local representatives on three roll calls and local senators on four roll calls from the week of July 21-25. 

CLINIC ACCESS (S 2288) 

House 116-35, approved a bill filed in response to the recent US. Supreme Court’s ruling that struck down a 2007 Massachusetts law that established a 35-foot protest-free buffer zone at re- 
productive health care centers. Hie measure authorizes law enforcement officials to issue a written order mandating immediate withdrawal of anyone who substantially “impedes" access to a fa- 
cility entrance or driveway. The individuals must then remain at least 25 feet from the facility’s entrances and driveways for a maximum of eight hours. The measure defines “impede" as “to obstruct, 
block, detain or render passage impossible, unsafe or unreasonably difficult” 

Supporters said the bill balances public safety and access considerations with the right of free speech. They noted it regulates the conduct of individuals who are outside clinics, not their speech. 

Opponents said proponents should abide by the Supreme Court ruling and not look for ways to rush through a bill that tries to get around the court’s decision. They argued the bill takes away 
the rights of protesters. 

Only final House and Senate approval are needed prior to the measure going to the Gov. Deval Patrick. 

(A “Yes” vote is for the bill. A “No” vote is against it) 

PROTECT PROTESTERS (S 2288) 

House 39-110, rejected an amendment that would provide the same protections to protesters as the measure provides to patients by applying the same rules and punishment to anyone who in- 
terferes with the rights of anyone to “peaceably assemble, peaceably protest peaceably counsel, or peaceably pray at the location." 

Amendment supporters said this would treat both sides equally and argued one constitutional right should not supersede another. 

Amendment opponents said the bill is a balanced one that already protects the rights of protestors to peaceably assemble and exercise free speech. 

(A “Yes" vote is for the amendment A “No” vote is against it) 

APPLY I AW TO ALL FACILITIES (S 2288) 

House 31-119, rejected an amendment that would make the proposed access bill applicable to all business or public buildings. 

Amendment supporters said this will ensure that people outside of all buildings, not just reproductive health care centers, will be protected from fear and intimidation. 

Amendment opponents said this amendment is a solution in search of a problem. They argued that opponents have proposed this amendment and many others in an attempt to sidetrack the 
bill. 

(A “Yes’ vote is for the amendment. A “No” vote is against it) 

PRIVACY PROTECTION (S 2299) 

Senate 38-0, approved and sent to the House a bill that would require law enforcement officials to obtain a warrant to access personal information held by Internet and cell phone companies. 
Under current law, the government can get these records simply by requesting them directly from the phone and Internet companies. The bill also establishes procedures for notifying a person 
when the government obtains his or her personal information via a warrant and provides for exceptions to the new law in emergency situations. 

Amendment supporters said this will ensure current statutes governing privacy keep up with modem technology. They argued the measure will continue to protect the fundamental right to be 
free from unreasonable search and seizure. 

(A “Yes" vote is for the bill.) 

CAMPAIGN FINANCE LAWS (S 2264) 

Senate 38-0, approved a bill raising from $500 to $1,000 the maximum individuals can contribute to any one candidate in a calendar year, beginning in January 2015. The measure also re- 
quires super Political Action Committees (PACs) to release to the Office of Campaign and Political Finance the names of their contributors within seven days of running an ad and within 24 hours 
starting 10 days before a primary or general election. Under current law, these PACs don’t have to reveal their donors until just a few days before the primary election and later shortly before the 
general election. Another provision requires the names of the PACs' top five contributors who donate over $5,000 to be revealed in any ad aired by the PAC. 

These PACs are created to help candidates and are often run by the candidate's former staffers or associates who use the PAC to fund positive ads about the ca n didat e and/or run negative ads 
against the candidate's opponents. A candidate’s own committee's contributions are limited by federal law but super PACs can legally accept unlimited donations. 

The bill was filed in response to a Supreme Court decision ruling that the First Amendment prohibits the government from restricting corporations, unions and individuals from donating un- 
limited funds to PACs that do not donate directly to candidates or political parties. Critics say the decision has led to corporations, unions and wealthy individuals contributing hundreds of millions 
of dollars to PACs and having an undue influence on elections that is drowning out the voices of everyday Americans. Supporters of the ruling hail it as a victory for freedom of speech. 

Supporters of the bill said that while the state cannot overrule the Supreme Court, it can ensure that voters are regularly informed who is funding these influential PACs. 

The House has approved a different version of the bill. A House-Senate conference committee will try to craft a compromise measure. 

(A “Yes" vote is for the bill.) 

PROHIBIT UNIONS FROM DONATING AN ADDITIONAL $15,000 (S 2264) 

Senate 10-26, rejected an amendment that would eliminate a current law that allows trade associations, unions and other organizations that do not raise money for political purposes to con- 
tribute an annual aggregate total of $ 15,000 to candidates. For example, a union can give $15,000 to one $7,500 to two, $5,000 to three, etc. Once the union or other organization has 

spent $15,000 for political purposes, it is subject to the same campaign finance limits applicable to individuals. That limit is currently $500 per candidate and would jump to $1,000 if the bill is 
approved. 

Amendment supporters said it is unfair for unions and these other groups to be allowed to contribute $15,000 more than individuals. 

Amendment opponents said the amendment is aimed at unions that typically donate to Democrats and is and designed to hurt Democratic candidates.

LOCAL HOUSING AUTHORITIES (S 2292) 

Senate 38-0, approved a bill making changes in die regulation of local housing authorities Provisions include requiring one of the five nvembers of the housing authority in a town to be a pub- 
lic housing tenant; requiring training for board members and executive directors; requiring all housing authorities to participate in a performance-based monitoring program; requiring the state 
to provide unif orm standards for evaluating bousing authority operations; and requiring annual surveys asking public housing residents about the maintenan ce arid repair of units and the serv- 
ices provided. 

Supporters said the bill would increase transparency, accountability and efficiency and establish new roles for tenants in the governing of their local housing authority. 

The House has approved a different version of the bill. A House-Senate conference committee will work to draft a compromise measure. 

(A "Yes" vote is for the bill.)

BOOK REVIEW 



Red Sox 2004 World Series 10 years after

It was an oft-told tale of 
woe, known and felt by heart- 
broken Red Sox fans every- 
where: 

“You guys got my grandfa- 
ther. You got my father. Now 
you guys are coming alter me.” 

The comment was from a 
Sox fan in the street in early 
September of 2004, a fan who 
lived and breathed the disap- 
pointments and frustrations 
bom of an 86-year drought: 

No World Series champi- 
onship since 1918 - in feet, the 
year in which Ted Williams 
was bom. 

That frustrated Boston 
baseball fen’s father and 
grandfather - figuratively, and 
probably literally, too - never 
got to experience what the 
man/fen in the street would 
eventually celebrate in 2004. 
He got to live long enough to 
see the Red Sox win a World 
Series. 

Then, the story went, “Now 
I can die in peace.” 

Two more Red Sox World 
Series titles followed, in 2007 
and 2013. 

This year marks the 10th 
anniversary of the 2004 
championship. Veteran author 
Saul Wisnia takes a look at 
that season in his new book, 
“Miracle at Fenway: The In- 
side Story of the Boston Red 
Sox 2004 Championship Sea- 
son, Foreword by Dave 
Roberts.” (St Martin’s Press, 
295 pages, $26.99). 

It was Roberts - he would 
become beloved as the man of 
steal - to whom the man/fen 
above spoke. Roberts stole sec- 
ond base on Yankees closer 
Mariano Rivera in the ninth 
inning of Game 4 of the 2004 
American League Champi- 
onship Series. 

Roberts’ grand theft ignited 
Boston’s comeback from a 3-0 
game deficit to the World Se- 
ries title - the greatest come- 
back in baseball history. Wis- 
nia gets behind the story of 



Roberts’ steal: what was in his 
head while his feet turned de- 
feat into quite a feat 

Wisnia takes a fresh ap- 
proach in his quest to nail 
down the causes that affected 
the outcome. From the per- 
spective of 10 years having 
passed, reflection comes in the 
form ofinterviewing fans, two 
sports museum gurus, players 
and Red Sox management fig- 
ures, among others. It comes 
in the form of discussing Sox 
history from the ancient days 
of the Royal Rooters and the 
sale of Babe Ruth and the 
reign ofTbm Yawkey to the 
thoughtful comments of cur- 
rent front-office luminaries 
such as Larry Lucchino and 
Charles Steinberg. 

Play-by-play, game-by- 
game books on the 2004 sea- 
son had already been pub- 
lished in the heady aftermath 
of the broken drought This is 
not the tired rhetoric of your 
grandfather - may he rest in 
peace - but a tale of how it 
took a collection of mostly 
new-breed, new-blood out- 
siders to bring the Old Town 
Team to its new standing. 

We learn that Lucchino was 
drafting a postmortem on a 
yellow legal pad when the Red 
Sox teetered on elimination, a 
former speechwriter for Bobby 
Kennedy at the ready to help 
make Lucchino’s words sing. 
We get behind the scenes of 
the movie Fever Pitch, starring 
Drew Barrymore and Jimmy 
Fallon, and trace the roots of 
the new, turned-upside-down 
ending made necessary by the 
miracle comeback. 

The John Henry factor was 
not, as feared by skeptics, one 
of carpetbag ownership ready 
to swoop down, make a quick 
financial killing and move on 
to the next cash cow. The Hen- 
ry ownership group favored 
comfy-plush suites and mon- 
ster seats, dam chowdah and 
Kevin Millar (“Cowboy Up”), 
Johnny (the caveman look) 
Damon and Manny (“being 
Manny”) Ramirez, Jason

Varitek (a former hockey 
goalie) and Curt Schilling 
(bloody sock), Theo Epstein 
(the boyish general manager 
and rare local on the mast- 
head) and Terry Francona (the 
perfect manager), the Drop- 
kick Murphys and Tessie, Neil 
Diamond and Sweet Caroline. 

And there’s David Ortiz, Big 
Papi, the lone remnant from 
’04 still on the roster. 

Quincy native Ted Spencer 
- named for Ted Williams - 
makes an appearance in Wis- 
nia’s engaging pages. Spencer 
in 2004 was vice-president 
and chief curator of the Na- 
tional Baseball Hall of Fame in 
his adopted Cooperstown, N.Y. 



He walked a block and a half 
to work. 

Spencer has one regret: He 
went to bed after the 13th in- 
ning in Game 6 of the Yankees 
series, a monumental 
marathon won in the 14th on 
an Ortiz single to center - set- 
ting up the miracle whip of 
New York in Game 7 

Spencer promised himself 
after choosing the wrong time 
to hit the pillow: “I’m going to 
watch everything from now 
on. It may kill me, but they de- 
serve it I’ll sacrifice myself for 
the good of the team.” 

By the time the Red Sox de- 
livered the goods and kayoed 
the Yankees and then ousted 



the St Louis Cardinals in a 
four-game World Series 
sweep, it was clear that every- 
thing had fallen into place, 
and every member of the team 
had contributed something at 
some juncture - uncharacter- 
istic of a once-cursed club that 
for decades had never made 
the big - make that BIG - play 
in a BIG game 
“Dave Roberts’ steal was the 
most significant” postseason 
event that rescued the Sox and 
sparked them onward, said 
Wisnia, a Newton native, sen- 
ior publications editor for 
Dana-Farber Cancer Institute 
and lifelong Sox follower. “And 
he was one of the nicest guys 



on the team. Everybody on 
that team played a role and 
Dave symbolized that. In the 
past there would be one thing 
that did not happen like, in 
the!986 World Series, Dave 
Stapleton did not go in for Bill 
Buckner at first base (in Game 
6, and the Mets lived to win it 
in Game 7)” 

Curator Richard Johnson of 
the Sports Museum of New 
England used the ‘P word’ in 
describing destiny’s darlings 
of 2004. 

“Great baseball teams, to 
me, are teams you know by the 
personalities woven into their 
fabric as much as anything in 
wins and losses or statistics,” 
Johnson said. “The predomi- 
nant emotion (of that team) 
was (its) spirit . . . This wasn’t 
25 cabs for 25 players. Eveiy- 
body was riding the bus, and 
Francona was wise enough to 
know when to let tilings alone 
and when to step in.” 

Wisnia notes that the in- 
scription on the cover of the 
2005 Red Sox media guide 
spoke to and for the man/fan 
above, and to and for anyone 
else - especially former play- 
ers - who endured 86 years of 
dreams unfulfilled. The in- 
scription: 

“This championship isn’t 
just about these 25 guys. This 
is for every fan who has ever 
been to Fenway Park. This is 
for Johnny Pesky, Bobby Do- 
err, Dom DiMaggio, and Ted. 
This is for Yaz and Lonborg, 
Tiant and Fisk, Evans and 
Rice. This championship is for 
everyone who came so close 
and for everyone who cared so 
much.”

Malcolm Magruder 



HINGHAM - Malcolm 
Magruder died Friday, July 11, 
at South Shore Hospital in Wey- 
mouth. He was 89. 

Malcolm was bom March 5, 
1925, in Fort Sill, Okla. As the 
son of Brigadier General John 
Magruder, who served as the 
military attache to China in the 
1920s and who helped found 
the Organization of Strategic 
Services during World War n, 
Malcolm grew up in a variety of 
international settings. 

Throughout his adolescent 
years, he lived in China, 
Switzerland, Virginia, and 
Washington D.C. After gradu- 
ating from St. Albans School in 
1943, he went on to serve in the 
U.S. Army as a part of the 10th 
Mountain Division during 
World War II in Northern Italy.

While 
returning home from one of his 
overseas trips, he heard an 
unforgettable voice announce 
a flight status over the inter- 
com. He immediately turned to 
his travelling partner and said, 
“I need to find the woman 
behind that voice.” After ask- 
ing around the airport, he was 
finally able to meet her. Mal- 
colm asked her to dinner, and 
by 1952 they were married. 

Malcolm and Sally moved to 
South America where he went 
to work for Panagra Airlines in 
Lima, Peru.
